BADLY BURNED IN EXPLOSION

of the New Salem State bank, who

orial hospital in Greensburg, when 
plastic surgery was resorted to in 
an effort to heal over his burns.

and 2 hours and 30 
minutes were 
required for the operation. 
It was 
expressed by one physician that the 
burned porti«>n was literally 
skin-

Pleasant Adams Hackleman was 
horn on the 15th day oi November, 
1814, three miles below Brookviile, in 
Franklin county. Ilis father, Major 
John Hackleman, serve«! his country 
in the war of 1812. His great grand­ 
father, Michael Hackleman, was born 
in Germany in 1720 and emigrated 
to this country when seventeen years 
of 
age. 
His 
grandfather, 
Jacob 
Hackleman, was a soldier in the Re­ 
volutionary war. 


Tin* early years of P. A. Hackle­ 
man were sj>ent amid the toils and 
privations of pioneer life. His oppor­ 
tunities for acquiring an education 
were necessarily limited. But a keen 
and vigorous intellect 
finds means 
to surmount all obstacles an«l push 
on toward the goal of its ambition. 
He cultivated and stored his niind 
with all kinds of Useful information, 
until intellectually he ranked among 
the very foremost men o f the state* 


He married Sarah Bradhum , 
of 
Scotch <aneestrv. October 31, 1833. 
Tie was commissioned a lieutenant of 
militia bv Gov. Noah Noble, on De­ 
cember 31, 1833. He acquired his first 
knowledge of m ilitary 
tactic.

a regiment. 


He studied law with John A. M at­ 
son eso., of Brookviile, was admitted 
to the bar.

1—Slow progress was reported by 
President Harding's physicians 
in 


their official bulletin today. The bul- 
letin issued after 10 a. m. read: 


"The president is fairly comfort- 


able this mornin'g alter a few hours 
sleep. His breathing is less labored 
a-nd there is but little cough. The 
lung condition is about the same as 
yesterday. He is still much exhaust- 
ed, but maintained his normal bouy- 
ancy. of spirit. Small amount of food 
is now being taken regularly. Tiie 
temperature is 99; pulse 114; respir- 
ation'30. 


"XYirile progress is being made ev- 


ery c.are is necessary to secure free- 
dom from further complications." 


This bulletin confirmed in every 


particular the official statement of 
the president's doctors 
made last 


night and early this morning to 'the 
effect that progress from now on 
would probably be very slow 
but 


steadily ami that the main task of 
the doctors woiild be to prevent any 
complications arising. 


The official announcement showed 


temperature 
practically 
normal, 


pulse still accelerated, but gradually 
getting back to normal, and consid- 
erable improvement in breathing. 


Every hour, of sleep the president 


gets now is just that much medicine 
to him, his doctors said. Each time 
Sic awakens from sleep he seems,to 
•have Rained new strength. His phy- 
sicians today believed their task now 
consisted chiefly in "standing by" 
while nature, largely unassisted, per- 
formed the work of healing. 


This work probably will 'be -slow 


for a time, 
as 
the 
president's 


strength was sapped to a degree un- 
derstood only by his doctors. His re- 
sponse, under dillif-ult conditions of 
lowered vitality and pneumonic in- 
fection, to the influence of rest, 'has 
convinced the five doctors in attend-

man were spent amid the toils and 
privations of pione,er life. Hts oppor- 
tunities for acquiring <an education 
•were necessarily limited. But a keen 
and vigorous intellect finds means 
to surmount all obstacles and push 
on toward the goal of its -ambition. 
He cultivated and stored his mind 
with all kinds of useful information, 
until intellectually he ranked among 
the very foremost men of the state. 


He married Sarah Bradbnrn, of 


Scotch .ancestry. October 31, 1833.

militia by Gov. Noa.h Noble, on De- 
cember 31, 1833.

was issued, he offered 'his services 
to Gov. Morton and on the 18th day 
of May was commissioned Colonel of 
the Sixteenth Regiment, whieh he 
commanded in the East for one year. 
He was made Brigadier.General and 
transferred to Grant's army, and was 
assigned to command the First Bri- 
gade of the Second Division of the 
army of the Tennessee.'^ 


At Corinth, Miss., October 3, 1862, 


his fearless courage saved the day 
at the cost of-his own life. 


"In front of Jus line a railroad 


embankment extended through 
the 


thick woods, and a rebel battery 
covered it. The enemy was massing 
and throwing out a wing behind ttiis 
protection and it beeame necessary 
to charge over the earthwork an<] 
drive back the foe. When1 the troops 
reached, the open, in the zone oi 
cross fire, they broke and retreatei 
in confusion whit-h was made worse 
by the coming up of a regiment oi 
reinforcements. Having reformed his 
lines, he personally led' his men to 
the charge, and just as' the top o:

His 
career, though brief, was brilliant 
But the enemy's flag was turned, am 
the tide turned to ebb for the Con- 
federcy in that section of the South 
leaving open the road which endet 
at the fall of Vicksburg. 


J. R. -S. Cox, >a private of com- 


pany D. Sixteenth, In.d, Volunteers 
who was for twelve months under 
his command, ivihen learning of hi.' 
death, wrote as follows: ^ 


"Let others speak of him as the 


lawyer and statesman, how well he 
acquitted 'himself in civil life, is for 
them to say: but when leaving all to 
do battle for his country, he did so 
bear himself as a soldier that while 
almost adored as a commander, lie 
was venerated as a father by every 
man in. the Sixteenth Indiana. We 
endured no hardship, he 
did no: 


share, and no regiment ever loved 
their colonel more devotedly than the 
Sixteenth did, P. A. Hackleman. 1 
•have seen him wrap his

around him in the rain, and lie down

Farmer-Labor Coalition 


The victory of i'lie farmer-laborite, 


so-called, in Minnesota recently, has 
cau'.sed many students of politics to 
examine the possibilities of a farm- 
er-labor .coalition, and many 'have 
come to the conclusion that it is not 
economically sound—a fact 
which 


tile fanner will realize when lie gives 
the matter some thought. 


The farmer is an employer and 


needs continually an adequate sup- 
ply of dliejent labor. 


The workman is a seller oil lator 


service and is trying- 'by organized 
effort to 'curtain the supply by insist- 
ing on laws limiting immigration, by 
demanding shorter hours and work- 
ing rules t'hat wiH necessitate 
the 


pinployuuiiit of greater numbers to 
<lo a given amount of work. 


The funuer as 
a 
producer of 


goods for a competitive market needs 
lower wages in order tbair'Trrft "low- 
er prices, for his products liis cost 
of production may be reduced. 


.Organized labor is demanding a 


continually higher wage, and through 
its success in 
maintaining higher 


wages is not only attracting labor 
away from the farms, but is also in- 
creasing the wages of those who-re- 
main on the farm. 


The .farmer is in need of trans- 


portation facilities at the lowest pos- 
sible rate compatible v.'ith adequate 
service. 


From lifty to sixty percent of the 


operating expenses of the railroads 
is a direct labor cost. Kaihvay em- 
ployees in demanding an increased 
wage-are, therefore, working directly 
counter to the fanners' desire for a 
reduction in rates. 


In view of these considerations, it 


'becomes pertinent to inquire whether] 


a coalition between farmer and la- 
borer is economically sound. 


Wallaces' Farmer puts it this way: 
"The one reason why form pro- 


duet prices average only 30 to 40 
percenl above 
pre-war,' 
whereas 


wages are twice pre-war, is that 
there is a surplus of farm products 
to be sold on the European-market, 
whereas labor, because of ki'iuigra- 
tion restrictions and tariffs, is shelt- 
ered from Europe. Tlie farmer is on 
the international market,: whereas 
labor is off the international market 


"Unfortunately, for tfie time being, 


ihe men who arc cultivating both la- 
borers and farmers seem to be in- 
terested solely in politics, and thej 
tind that the best way to accomplish 
their political ends is to hold up to 
both farmers and laborers, the sins 
of big business." 


"The fundamental problem at the 


present thnc is to take farm pro- 
ducts off the international markcf 
and raise them to a price as far 
above pre-war as wages are above 
pre-war. Will the leaders or organ- 
ized labor help? If not, there is no 
use talking about a fanner and la- 
borer alliance as 'long as- present 
conditions continue. If such an al- 
liance ever does materialize, it will 
indicate that both farm leaders and 
labor leaders are willing tq 
think 


about the fundamentals o£ our ci- 
vilization, that they are statesmen 
in the broadest sense of the term, 
and that both classes are educated 
•so that they are imbued with a na- 
tional cooperative ideal instead of 
profit, as the motive in everything 
they do." 


The writer of; the above editorial, 


it will be observed, rejects absolute- 
ly the possibility for an 
economic 


alliance between the farmers 
and 


organized labor. It is obviously be- 
coming clear to the thoughtful'fann- 
er that the high wages paid to labor 
on the railroads and in the 'shops 
have taken away labor 
from 
the 


farms. It is also being realized that 
organized labor in railroad strikes 
and coal strikes has given no con- 
sideration to the economic welfare 
of the fariuers. No national coopera- 
tive ideal can be made consistent 
with increasing, demands enforced 
jy strikes on the part of workmen.

self. I had not realized I knew 
so much about it. 
After I had 


recited my reasons to her 1 ana- 
lyzed my first answer, "it's good," 
and I found that answer typified 
all of the specific things I was 
able to recite about the machine 
which I had as a matter of fact 
recently purchased. 


It had been widely advertised 


and I, as a larger buyer for a 
household, always felt that any 
woman may be guided to safe and 
satisfactory investments for her 
own needs and the needs of her 
family if she will but use the mes- ' 
sages which manufacturers send . 
to her in her newspaper or in her 
magazine. 


Until I had said, "it's good," I 


did not realize that I had been 
reading so much about the ad- 
vantages of the machine which I 
subsequently purchased. 
One 


after the other those messages 
had gotten into my mind until 
when asked to do so I was capable 
of repeating them almost as if I 
had been a salesman' for the com- 
pany making that article. . 


Howeyer, I realized that the. 


printed message had not really 
meant so much to me as the re- 
peated appearance. Seeing that 
article over and over again meant 
to me that many other women 
had reached the point where they 
could purchase it sooner than I - 
and were well satisfied with it. 


Almost 
instinctively 
the 


thought took hold of me that 
when I saw the name of a product 
appearing again and again I could 
feel sure that that product was 
living up to its promise. I could 
feel secure in buying it. 


If only all women would realize 


that in whatever they buy —ma- 
chines or furniture—clothing or 
food—dress goods or hats —jew- 
elry or toys—they may save 
themselves unwise expenditures 
by seeking the product which 
through its advertising and be- 
havior after purchase compels its 
thousands of customers to say,
